Fellow  Citizens  : 

IT  is  with  peculiar  pleafure  T  now 
prefent  to  you  the  firil  number  ot  the 
Kentucky  Gazette  on  the  planlate- 
ly  propofed.  As  the  circun. fiances 
which  at  firfl  gave  birth  to  this  Paper, 
are  unknown  to  the  greater  part  of 
its  prefent  Patrons  ;  it  may  not  bediC- 
agreeable  to  any  of  them,  to  take  a 
retrofpec'tivc  view  of  its  origin  and 
progrefs,  as  well  as  the  motives  that 
firfl  miiuced  me.  to  undertake  the  bu- 
'  fine  fs  of  a  Printer. 

In  the  year  17^6,  whilft  a  Conven- 
tion of  the  Citizens  of  Keniuck)  by 
their  Delegates,  were  deliberating  on 
the  propriety  of  leparating  from  the 
State  of  Virginia,  the  w  ant  of  a  pro- 
per channel  through  which  to  com- 
municate to  the  people  at  large,  poli- 
tical fentimems  on  a  fubject  lb  ex- 
tremely interelting  to  them,  and  in 
which  unanimity  was  fo  very  necef- 
fary  ;  Induced  them  to  appoint  a  com- 
mhtee  of  their  own  body,  to  encou- 
rage a  Pi  inter  f~  fettle  in  the  Dilli  iot. 
The  critical  htuation  in  which  the  Dif- 
trht  of  Kehtuckj'  was  at  ghat  time 
placed,  by  being  fnrrounded  oil  every 
fide  by  a  cruel  and  lavage  foe,  and 
Which  almoft  put  an  entire  hop  to 
emigration,  cbiifecjuentlv  tathe  influx 
of  a  fuflicient  circulating  medium  ; 
occafioned  a  belief,  that  no  encourage- 
jnent  could  be  given  by  the  committee 
that  would  procure  a  Printer  to  re- 
move to  Kentucky  ■  this  belief  was 
much  llrengthened  by  an  unfucccfsful 
attempt  which  had  been  made  by  fun- 
dry  gentlemen,  to  procure  a  Mr.  Miles 
Jlnnter  (a  Printer)  to  fettle  in  this 
country,  who  refilled,  unlets  be  could 
have  fecurcci  to  him  certain  ftipul  ited 
emoluments,  to  continue  for  a  given 
time,  which  they  tvculd  not  venture 
to  promife,  , 

Having  duly  weighed  all  the  cir- 
cumltances,  and  from  a  confidence  in 
my  own  mechanical  talents  (notwith- 
flanding  I  had  hot  the  lead  knowledge 
of  the  printing  bufinefs)  together  with 
a  belief  that  1  could  execute  the  bufi- 
jicfs  on  a  fin  a  1 1  fcale,  until  I  fhould  be 
able  to  inftruct  r.iy  fons  (of  which  I 
had  five)  added  to  the  profpecr  of  fu- 
ture advantages  to  them  and  myfelf  ; 
I  was  prompted  to  make  a  tender  of 
my  ferv5ces  to  the  commute. — They 
accepted  them  and  made  report  there- 
of to  the  Convention,  who  concurred 
witli  their  committee,  and  as  t lie  high- 
clt  mark  of  approbation,  gave  me- their 
m  -animous  promife  of  patronage. 

Satisfied  cf  having  obtained  every 
encouragement  that  I  had  a  right  to 
expect,  or  that  they  as  a  body  had 
power. to  grant,  and  tn  which  I  had 
the  fulk-.il  confidence;  employed  eve- 
ry poflible  means  in  my  power  toper- 
form  the  engagement!  made  on  my 
part  ;  and  on  the  1  t *i  day  of  Augult, 
1787,  prefentcd  to  the  world,  the  firtt 
number  of  the  KentlcSy  (.jazf.tte. 
It  isiinpoHible  to  exprefs  the  grateful 
fenfations  1  experienced  at  the  appro- 
bation with  which  it  was  received  by 
irspatrons  ;  not wlthftahdjtig  its  almoft 
innumerable  imperfections — what  a 
ftnking  difference  between  that  pa- 
per, and  the  one  now  before  ybu  ! 

From  the  (great  fcarcity  of  money, 
and  low  Mate  of  population  at  that 
time,  I  was  enabled  to  procure  about 
iSj  lnbfcribers  only;  ik-i  withltand- 
ing  which,  and  the  high  prices  of  ev- 
ery ?.niclc  ul'v-d  in  the  pfofecuiioa  of 
the  bufiuefs,  1  was  determined  to  per- 
h-vere,  if  polnble  ;  And  although  the 
Whole  of  my  income  was  not  fuflicient 
to  procure  the  imported  articles  tie- 
cellar ity  employed;  yet  from  the 
friendly  aftiftance  which  1  received 
from  the  Merchants  of  Lexington,  I 
v  as  enabled  m  continue  the  paper  on 
that  (mall  fcale,  until  the  17th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1  79 1 . 

Two  important  events  which  took 
place  about  that  rime,  gave  birth  to 
that  of  a  remarkable  change  in  the 
K  i  n  1  1 1  erf  Ga7. F  ti  e  :  One  of  -which 
Was,  pern.Un'n  from  Congiefs  to  the 
crizens  of  Kentucky  to  Carry  volun- 
teer expeditions  agaiuil  the  IfcflanJ  at 


the  expence  of  the  Union,  which  be- 
fore  had  been  forbidden  at  any  rate. 
T  he  other,  a  feparation  of  t  he  Dilti  ici 
of  Kentucky  from  the  State  of  V  irgi- 
nia, its  admiiiicn  into  the  Federal  U- 
ftion,  and  the  electing  of  a  Conventi- 
on to  frame  a  Conltitution.  Thefe 
expeditions  occalioned  an  influx  of 
money  into  the  Diltrict  ;  and  the  ad- 
miffion  of  Kentucky  into  the  federal 
Union  as  an  independent  State,  toge- 
ther with  the  framing  a  Conltitution 
for  its  Government,  prefentcd  a  new 
field  for  political  difquiht'ions,  in 
which  every  citizen  was  deeply  inter- 
elted,  and  for  which  purpoie  the  Pa- 
per was  enlarged  from  a  half  fheet  to 
a  fheet. .  What  effect  the  free  circula- 
tion of  thoughts  and  opinion*  in  this 
Paper  had,  in  producing  thole  events, 
I  /hall  net  pretend  to  determine  ',  i  he 
events  weYe  produced,  the  Paper  en- 
larged, and  within  a  few  weekjjfccr, 
the  number  ^f  fubfcribeis  to  ^(lou- 
bled.— For  whilft  one  of  thofe  events 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  citizens  the 
means  of  procuring  ;  the  other  creat- 
ed the  necelfity  of  acquiring  political 
information.  No  perlbn,  except  he 
has  been  in  a  fimilar  fituation,can  con- 
ceive the  heartfelt  fatisfaCtioh  which 
I  at  that  time  expei fenced,  from  fo 
pleafing  a  profpect,  as  that  of  having 
it  fhortly  in  iny  power,  to  difcharge 
thofe  debts  neceflarily  contracted  tor 
the  fupport  of  the  Paper,  and  which 
had  been  increafing  from  its  com- 
mencement ;  nor  was  I  deceived  in 
my  expectations,  for  the  liberal  en- 
couragement then  given  it  enabled  me 
in  the  courfe  of  two  years,  not  only 
to  defray  the  expence  thereof,  but  al- 
fo  to  difcharge  thefe  dr bts  contracted 
for  its  fuppoi  t  in  the  four  precceding 
ones,  and  pievcnted  mc  from  aban- 
doning it  as  a  ruinous  pi  eject,  which 
at  that  time  I  had  fei  ious  thoughts  of 
doing.  If  a  knowledge  of  pall  events 
is  a  good  criterion  by  which  wr  can 
judge  of  future,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  the  fuccefs  that  will  attend  the  al- 
teration made  in  this  paper  ;  for  the 
critical  lunation  in  which  the  United 
States  are  at  this  time  placed,  in 
confluence  of  their  treaties  with 
France  and  England,  and  the  late  con- 
duct of  thofe  two  nations  towards 
them  ;  mult  be  intei  elling,  ar.d  awak- 
en an  anxiety  of  the  fi tit  magnitude 
in  the  minds  of  every  dcfcription  cf 
citizens,  to  relieve  which;  demands 
more  room  than  my  former  plan  af- 
forded ;  especially  when  we  confider 
that  our  iuterelts  are  fo  interwoven 
with  the  policy  of  the  European  woild 
as  to  make  it  neceflary  to  pay  particu- 
lar attention  to  their  tranfactions,  as 
well  as  the  conduct  of  the  American 
Government. 

More  than  nine  years  experience, 
has  convinced  me  that  Impartiality 
forms  one  of  the  moll  valuable  traits 
in  the  charactei  of  a  News  Paper  Pi  in- 
ter; and  notwithflanding  it  has  i bine 
times  operated  as  a  partial  difadvanc- 
age  ;  duty  and  iutcrcft  have  continu- 
ally prompted  me  unalterably  to  pur. 
fue  it. — The  clif'cullion  of  political  lub- 
Jec"ts  is  aft  advantage  of  importance  to 
fociety  ^efpecially  when  the  object  is 
tlie  public  good)  and  ought  to  be  en- 
couiaged  ;  but  when  tjjy:  ^jec't  is 
parry  ill  will  of  perfohal  reApiient, 
it  ought  to  be  1  ejected. 

1  feel  it  my  indilpenfible  duty  to  re- 
turn my  fin-ere  thanks  to  all  who  have 
encouraged  this  Paper  ;  and  more  cT- 
pecially  tliole  who  were  its  fii  11  Pat- 
rons, few  of  whom  have  failed  tocou- 
tinue  its  cohllant  fnpporters.  To  you 
it  is  the  pobuc  are  indebted,  iiot  only 
for  the  birth  and  exillence  of  the  Jlrft 
News  Paper  ever  publifhed  in  Ken- 
tucky ;  but  for  all  the  advantages 
the  Community  have  derived  from  a 
ffte  circulation  of  political  opinions 
at  rimes  wh.cn  they  were  deemed  n/olt 
proper,  for  the  intrrelt  and  happi- 
nefs  of  this  pari  of  the  \\  titer:!

A  it  1  an- 
ger of  acknowledged  .wifdoin  and  o'-- 
icivatiop,  fays  he,  arriving  in  our 
countiy,  makes  it  almolt  his  'irlt  en- 
quiry, what  are  ouv  literary  inHitu- 
ons,  and  in  what  condition  arc  they  ? 
He  is  told  that  the  firfl  is  the  i  ranfyl- 
vanla  Si^minary,  eltablilhed  by  the  le- 
giflatui  e  of  Virginia,  previous  to  the 
ieparation,  and  endowed  with  land, 
&c.  now  worth  more  than  thirty  or 
forty  thoufand  pounds  ;  which  en* 
dowments,  however  owing  to  Some 
mifuianagenicnt,  do  not  yield  an  an- 
nual revenue  ot  moi  e  than  two  hun- 
dred pounds —  1  hat  therefore  the  ti  uf- 
tees  have  it  not  in  their  power  to  em- 
ploy protellors  in  tin  different  bran- 
ches of  hteratuie  ;  and  there  are  not 
at  this  time  20  Hudems  in  the  lemina- 
ry.  J  hat  in  confequence  of  petitions 
from  a  number  ^01  the  citizens,  our

tces  have  been  able  to  procuie  from 
thu  voluntary  contributions  ot  the 
friends  ot  fcience.  t  rorn  this  (late- 
ment,  replies  the  ttranger,  it  appears, 
that  your  governmciit  has  done  no- 
thing tor  the  piomotion  of  learning — 
Is  it  became  they  were  unable  ?  Have 
they  nothing  to  appropriate  for  the 
accomplilhii.eut  ot  that,  which  in  o- 
thei  Hates  have  alwaje  been  conltder- 
ed  as  a  principal  cbject  ot  legiilative 
attention?  Nothing  of  a'l  this,  he  is 
toll  ,  canbe  the  caufj  of  their  back- 
waidnef*  in  this  bufinefs  1  they  arc 
in  debt  to  nobody:  their  trealury  is 
full,  and  they  have  laige  pcfiefhona 
in  unappropriated  laiid  1  heir  inat- 
teiuion  to  tki«  object,  thereloie,  can- 
not be  accounted  for  in  any  other  way, 
than  that  they  have  fcdfc  confide  red  it 
of  fufiicienc 'magnitude  to  merit  that 
legislative  tsCoorageatettt,  which  it 
receives  in  other  Hates.

Supported 
by  public  authority,  Connecticut,  xnd 
other  ealtern  Hates,  arc  in  different 
degi  ees  giving  iimilar  aid  to  the  gene- 
ral  diffulion  of  liberal  Science  ;  and, 
in  the  opinion  ot  the  diScerning,  the 
time  is  not  very  far  diltant  when  this 
attention  to  erudition  will  give  the 
eailcfn  ftttcs  a  clrcided  Superiority  in 
our  public  courts,  over  ihc  fouthein. 
It  is  painful  to  thir.k,  that  Kentucky 
isdevotcdto  be  in  this refpeet,  one  of 
the  molt  inl:gnificant  of  the  union.  It 
wei  e  heartily  to  be  whhed,  that  our  le- 
gillature would  take  up  this  Subject  a- 
greeably  to  its  importance,  and  do 
themSehes' honor,  and  their  country 
ths  moll  lalting  benefit.
